We have an opportunity to attack the problems before us with a freshness and vitality as 
never before. It brings us together in an area that has had a particularly rich growth in the arts. 
The theme of the conference centers our attention on an important developmental level of human 
growth—the adolescent. 

It is our hope that at this conference we will not only exchange ideas and suggest solutions to 
our problems, but also point the way in which we may give leadership in the development of 
art education for the next two years. The success of this conference rests not in any one stellar at- 
traction but in the rewarding experience each participant achieves both in giving and sharing in 
the activities of this conference. 
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THE CHALLENGE TO ART EDUCATION 
Viktor Lowenfeld 


There are strong indications that art education will play a role in the total educational program in 
this country far beyond any it ever has in its relatively short history. This in itself entails great re- 
sponsibilities for those who engage in art education and indeed also adds dangers if its concepts 
are misunderstood or misused. More and more it is being recognized that if education is to serve 
humanity, it must break through its confinements of specializations; if it is to produce a better so- 
ciety it must also emphasize those important attributes of our lives which are neither measured by 
our common tests nor seen in the |.Q. on which we still greatly rely in our value system in educa- 
tion. | am referring here to creativeness in all its aspects, to sensitivity, to problems which embrace 
the refinement of our sensibilities, and last, but not least, to empathy, our ability to put ourselves 
into the place of others, and without which cooperation is impossible. To me, it is incredible that our 
time has not yet taught us that these attributes are at least as essential for effective and fuller liv- 
ing as that part of our selves which is commonly referred to as intellect. 


For all these major areas of expansion of an educational philosophy, art education seems to 
be the means of translating them into tangible evidence, of forming a methodology to which no 
other subject is capable of making a similar contribution. For creativity, a refined sensibility and 
empathy are intrinsic to the growth of an aesthetic product. 


There is no doubt that art education has been very instrumental in the development of a new 
creative spirit in our elementary schools. The regimentation of children through hectographed “tu- 
lips” belongs to the past, in spirit and in reality, and while we have by no means wiped out the 
experimentally established devastating effects of coloring and work books, we can no longer speak. 
of an official promotion of these means by those who are responsible for shaping our educational 
philosophies. 


However, there are also danger signs in this evolutionary process of moving from the “tulip 
stage” to a stage of recognizing the child’s own creative potentialities. They are found in the con- 
cept that no particular background is necessary for the motivation of creative experiences and that 
every classroom teacher without the understanding and experiences essential for the promotion of 
aesthetic sensitivity can “teach art’. But they are also found in a new academic concept of “art 
teaching” that any kind of conglomeration of materials in which final products seem highly imper- 
sonal represents an aesthetic experience. In these concepts, the significant role of the art educator as 
a promoter of refined sensibilities, of an intense search for self-identification, and last, but not least, 
of creativity itself may be lost. It is up to art education to show and demonstrate the significance 
which these vital experiences have for education and society. In this quest research replaces opinion 
with facts and thus helps to break through long-established barriers. We are now at the beginning 
of a deeper understanding of the forces underlying Adolescent Art to which this convention has 
dedicated itself. It is hoped that such understanding will ultimately help to make man continue his 
free creative spirit beyond the boundaries of childhood.
